Four years of abuse and mi- treatment were 
brought to a climax this morning when 
Louisa Miner shot her husband, John Miner, 
aljas Meyer, through the heart, killing him 
almost instantly. The man had knocked the 
women down and was wrestling with her on 
the foor when the fatal shot was fired. The 
shooting occurred at their home, 910 Morgan 
street, shortly before 6 o' clock this morn- 
ing. N 

The affair was the outcome of many fights 
between the pair, which have been the 
cause of their frequent appearances in the 
police courts. They were married four years 
ago, and from almost the first day of 
their wedded life Miner seems to 
bave been systematic in his ill-treatment of

HER PETITIONS FOR DIVOROE. 

In one of the bureau drawers, sandwitched 
in between a lot of cheap photographs, 
was found the badly scorched copies of a 

tition for divorce which had been brought 

y the woman through her attorney's, Mar- 
tin & Bass, in the April term, 1892, of the Cir. 
cuit Court. The tition set forth that the 
patr were married in St. Louis, Nov. 18, 1890, 
and jived together until January, 1892, when 
the divorce proceedings were instituted. 
Two days afterthe marriage the petition 
states er husband struck her over the 
head and shoulders and ve her a 
severe thrashing. Then follows a long list of 
dates upon which he is said to have knocked 
her down, disfigured her features, bruised 
her body and called her vile names. The 
case was never tried as the woman 
withdrew the suit. The papers were 
badly scorched, itis said by Miner throwin 
them upon the fire when they were serv 
upon him. Asecond suit for divorce on the 
ground of cruelty was brought by the woman 
last January through Attorney McManus, 
and the case, she says, is still pending in the 
courts. ‘ 

Mrs. Miner is 81 years old. She was born in 
Franklin County, Mo., but has lived in this 
city the greater portion of her life. Her first 
husband was a man named Kite, 
and by him she had a 
son, now 16 years old, who isliving in this 
city with her mother, where she refused to 
State. She married “iner four years ago, 
and their many fights have made them 
both weil known in the police courts. When- 
ever one would be arrested the other was 
taken along on a cross eres. Miner is said 


to have several fines hanging over his head 
in the First District Police Court which 
had been stayed on the promise of future 
good behavior, which he never kept. Miner 
was at one time on the Fire Department, but 
after serving about three months lost his 
position through drunkenness, 
o“ WARD'S INDIFFERENCE. 

Flo!“ Ward, the direct cause of this morn- 
ing’s tragedy, and the woman for whom 
Miner deserted his wife, isa haggard and 
worn specimen of her sex, apparently about 
85 years old. The life she leads and her years 
of dissipation has left its indelible 
imprint upon ber features, leaving her not 
nearly as comely as Miner’s lawful spouse. 

She is at present an inmate of Mattie WIll- 
lam's immoral place on Walnut street, just 
below Tenth. he place is a mere shanty, 
and the kind of business done is known to the 
police as ‘‘ropingin.’’ That is tosay, labor- 
ers and, in fact, any one who looks as though 
he po-sessed 25 cents or more is accosted 
from the window or door and invited to

In Iowa the result will be expected with 
even more interest owing to its bearing 
upon the political fortunes of Horace 
Boies.. Mr. Boies by force of his own 
strong character revolutionized Iowan 
politics and twice won a Democratic 
victory in 4 Republican State. The 
election to-morrow will show whether 
his previous successes were mere personal 
triumphs or were the first steps in a trans- 
formation of political opinion which will 
transfer the State for good and all from 
the Republicans to the Democrats. There 
is reason to believe that this will be 
the result, The exactions of the 
Prohibitionists with their ideas of 
compulsory morality have become 
very distasteful to many Iowans and Gov. 
Boies’ pronounced stand in favor of in- 
dividual liberty and against all paternal 
legislation emphasizes the differences 
between the two parties. The strength of 
the Populists is matter of conjecture and 
it is equally conjectural whether they will 
draw most from the Republicans or Dem- 
ocrats.

THE MYSTERY OF ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 

Asphalt pavement, like the little girl 
with the curl, is very, very good when it 
is good, but when it is bad it is horrid. 
Every city has had bad asphalt pavements, 
and it is no wonder that this should be 
the case when we come to know all that 
is necessary to make a good one. 

Asphalt, an expert says, to be 
suitable for paving, after having 
been refined at 400 deg. F., must still be 
compressible at 60 deg. F.; it must be 
viscous and malleable at 75 deg. F.; it 
must flow at 100 deg. F., and it must 
have a fire test of at least 300 deg. F. It 
must not contain deleterious mat- 
ter soluble in water. It must 
not contain an excess of free 
sulphur. The hydrocarbons of which 
the asphalt is composed must all, or 
nearly all, be saturated hydrocarbons, but 
must not contain hard crystalline paraf- 
fine. It must not contain over 20 per cent 
of asphaltene; not more than 8 per cent 
must be soluble in alcohol, and it must not

of organic matter not bituminous, aud 1 
must not be soluble in caustic potash or 
soda. The residuum oil required for the 
manufacture of the asphaltic cement must 
not be over 13 per cent of the pure bitumen 
and the cement must havethe character- 
istics of becoming very tough and malle- 
able at low temperatures when mixed with 
pure pulverized mineral matter. 

After all these bewildering requirements 
there is to be considered the careless work 
that may be done in laying the pavement. 
That any asphalt pavement can be good 
when its durability depends upon so many 
conditions is remarkable, 

A COMMITTEE of eight appointed by the 
World’s Fair Commission will be charged 
with the duty of compiling a history of the 
great Columbian Exposition. This is to 
include all the reports of the officials, the 
minutes of the meetings, and in fact all 
the official documents of the Commission.

It should bea 
work of literature like a biography or a 
history. The Fair is worthy of such a 
memorial. Gifted men of letters ought to 
be eager to undertake it.

COMPLETE DETAILS OF THE HORROR 
AT THE SPANISH CITY. 


\ 


Criminal Carelessnessof the Ship Cap 
tain and Bort Officials Caused the 
Awful Calainity—Many Bodies Thrown 
Into the Sea~—Extent of Property 
Losses—Survivor’s Statement. 


MADRID, Nov. 6.—To-day it is possibile to 
give a Cetailea account of the awful calamity 
which befell sant Ander on last Friday. Ac- 
cording to official telegrams the latest ac- 
counting shows that 800 persons were killed 
and 450 injured, 

At 3 o’clock on Friday evening the Spanish 
ship Cabo Machichaco caught fire while the 
steamer was lying along side of the quay 
unloading her cargo, which in the main con- 
Sistelof merchandise and dynamite. The 
fre originated in the coal bunkers, 
caused doubtless by spontaneous combus- 
tion. Active steps were taken to 
extinguish the flames by the crew, but with- 
avail. Seeing that the ship would soon be 
enveloped in flames, local authorities were 
notified and thefire dspartment, headed by 
prominent citizens, were soon upon the scene 
when the battle to save the shipDegan. Ship 
Officials stated that there were only twenty 
cases of dynamite on board, which was 
taken ashore. It was afterwards ascer- 
tained that there were 500 cases of dynamite 
on board, the 480 cases being contraband. 

Seelng that the ship was going to be lost, 
orders were given totry to tow the burning 
vessel out into the lake to prevent further 
conflagration, . 

THE TWO EXPLOSIONS. 

After these instructions had been carried 
out, at about 4:30 o’clock the boilers burst, 
which was followed by another detonation. 
The steamer appeared to part in half, flames 
went skyward ana the air was 
filled with masses of flying 
iron, charred wood, blackened timbers 
and the burning cargo, scattering death and 
destruction everywhere within rifle shot. 
The shock was tremendous. Houses toppled, 
chimneys fell down and window lights were 
shattered, 

The scene of the blowing up ofthe steamer 
can hardly be described. Tonsof iron were 
shot up Into the air, where it mingled with 
the burning fragments of the ship, tug and 
wooden quay, as Well as the mangled bodies 
of hundreds of unfortunate people. 

The force of the exploding dynamite caused 
such a concussion that, in addition to shak- 
ing hundreds of buildings off their founda- 
tions, it actially sank 100 smalilcrafts in the 
harbor, in addition to setting fire to a 
large number of other vessels, and 
starting conflagrations upon several of | 
the larger ships, including the Alfonso XII., 
which vessel, as already cabled, caught fire 
so suddenly and burned so fiercely that forty 
of her crew lost their lives on doard of her.

Mangled and Diackened corpses were 
scattered here and there or were in bea ps in 
many casesupon the wounded and dying, 
whose fearful scrieks of agony filled the air 
and struck terror Into the hearts of those 
who aftera time summoned sufficient cour- 
ageto venture nearthe carnage ground. 
Over 100 persons are said to have been Dee. 
cipitated into the sea by the 
explosion, and there beneath this hail 
of blood, w and iron they met death 
with the crews of the unfortunate steamer 
and the tugvoat which was about to tow her 
into the bay. un board the tugboat were 
many citizens of “ant Ander who were taking 
part in the work of rescue. Ali of them have 
disappeared forever. A train from the prov-
